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1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on January 
28, 2009 has been entered. Claims 1-7 and 9-14 are pending, with claims 1-5 and 13 
withdrawn from consideration as directed to a non-elected invention. 

2. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. In the last line of this claim, "the metal complex" lacks proper 
antecedent basis. Applicant may want to amend this term to read -the mixture--. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hattori et al. (U.S. Patent 6,878,445). 

Column 21, lines 40-50 of Hattori discloses heating a mixture including a palladium 
complex, oleic acid, and oleylamine in an Ar gas atmosphere in order to form metal 
nanoparticles. The materials used in this example of the prior art include an organic solvent, as 
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opposed to the presently claimed "without use of an organic solvent". However, column 3, lines 
32-34 of Hattori indicates that water may be substituted for the organic solvent employed in the 
specific example of Hattori. Thus, the examiner's position is that performing the Hattori et al. 
process under the conditions specified in the instant claims would have been well within the 
level of one of ordinary skill in the art. 



5. Claims 9-1 1 are allowable over the prior art of record. Claim 1 2 would be 
allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd 
paragraph, set forth in this Office action. Claim 14 is objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
